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In pursuit of my Cherokee roots, their customs, beliefs and legends, 
I asked the Lord for assistance in contacting my Animal Spirit Guide. 
An extraordinary event took place validating this ancient knowledge but 
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where I found not only my animal spirit guide but also, a renewed 
dedication to my Heavenly Father's work. 
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My Desire to Know... 

Many years ago, when I discovered my Pratt family roots were embedded in Cherokee ancestry, I 
became interested in some of the Native customs and beliefs. 

When writing the book, " Henry Pratt Family of Greene County, Tennessee " I studied over 140 
native ancestry books covering the Cherokee, Creek, Chick-a-saw, Choctaw and Seminole tribes of 
the southeastern portion of the United States. 

Some of the beliefs had several things in common, one common belief being we, the living, are all 
assigned an animal spirit guide. 

For those of you who are unfamiliar with this concept consider the following...

"You do not choose a Spirit Guide as your personal spirit guide. The Spirit chooses 
you and they decide to whom they will reveal themselves and make their friend. Do 
not fall into the trap of saying, "Gosh, I think the wolf is a smart, good looking and 
powerful animal, so the wolf will become my animal guide." It does not work this way. 

Each Animal has its own Medicine, which is unique to that specific creature as gifted 
by the Great Mystery, and its spirit cannot be chosen like the color of your new 
car. Discovering whom your animal guides are is a process of paying attention to the 
spirits around you and following the signs. It is a process of developing your inner 
knowledge and spiritual understanding. 

An individual can not be assigned a spirit guide by another person, regardless of who 
that person maybe, no more than another person can say how or when the Great 
Mystery of Life will be known to you. 

What happens if you want an animal spirit so bad you can taste it (not literally) and 
one has not come to you? We have two suggestions for this case. First, pray about 
it. Second, be satisfied with whatever happens or does not happen. It if comes, then 
it comes. If it does not, then it does not. End of question." [End of quote] 

As I pondered over the years, concerning my animal spirit guide, I realized the first person I would 
need help for this knowledge would be my Heavenly Father. 

So, I asked him in prayer for the knowledge of my animal spirit guide so I too, could benefit from this 
connection as others have for so many years. After the prayer... I waited. Nothing happened. 

Time moved on and I forgot my request but something happened in my life that nearly killed me... I 
had a life threatening heart attack in April 2012. 
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Spiritual preparation. .. 

In the process of recovering from my heart attack, I was informed by the doctors, I had lost 51% of my 
active heart muscle. They also informed me they could not apply any stints since the blood vessels 
were so blocked they could not get the stints into the vessels. 

Therefore, I have been dealing with half a heart, which has slowed me down in all aspects, including 
speech, breathing and movement. 

Any exertion over and above talking, walking of an occasional outing from the apartment, leaves me 
exhausted and finished for any further daily activity. My speech consists of sound bits. 

Arriving at my destination whether it being a doctor's office, dinner appointment, visiting with relatives 
or attending church comes at a high price. My level of stamina or endurance has been greatly 
diminished, especially since I moved to the Denver area, where the oxygen is greatly reduced. 

However, back in Florida, in 2012 after my heart attack, I was dismissed from the hospital with a 
whole new collection of medications I had never had to endure before. 

Recovery has never been 100% but I have learned how to adjust to my diminished physical condition. 

Recovery includes the realization I am living on borrowed time and at any time my 49% heart could 
call it quits. This has drawn me closer to my Heavenly Father and increased my desire to serve, help 
and assist others when I can find an opportunity to render such service. 

My illness has increased my focus on the plight of others and enhanced my willingness to help in all 
places, at all times and in all things. I am only limited by my physical disability. Which sometimes 
causes me to bite off more than I can chew when it comes to charity work. 

With an increased spiritual closeness to my Heavenly Father coupled with a loving attitude to help 
others and possessing a more kind and generous attitude, I guess I was prepared for what was to 
take place. 

He Chose me... 

While recovering from my hospital ordeal, required me to sleep and rest a great deal to help in my 
recovery. 

One day, in the afternoon as I slept on the couch, which benefited a previous back injury, the house 
was quiet and I was sound asleep. I suddenly rose up into an upright position sitting on the couch and 
immediately turned to my right facing my large lazy boy chair. 

I saw standing about five feet tall, with his head about a foot over the backrest of the chair... a Panda 
staring at me. He had the usual black and white fur with the small little ears at the 10 and 2 positions 
with a human face and was calmly observing me without any expression. 
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I felt love, compassion, kindness and peace as I observed him and then I realized who he was... my 
animal spirit guide. 

I smiled and raised my finger and pointed to him and I said slowly, "I... see... you". His expression 
changed and he looked surprised and his lips made an O and he faded from view. 

Unfortunately, I have never seen him again, but it appeared it was an accident that I saw him then. I 
concluded this assumption due to his expression and reaction. 

I immediately called Bonnie from the other room and explained what I had just witnessed. Unfamiliar 
with Native American lore, legends, customs or religious beliefs but very familiar with visions, dreams 
and spiritual experiences, which she has personally experienced in her life, she was supportive. 

Knowing our many spiritual experiences we have shared in our 40-year tenure together, she knew I 
was not prone to exaggerations, hallucinations and sensational stories but truthful in my account of 
the incident. 

I told a few trusted friends, not knowing how do you relate such and extraordinary event to someone 
who first; would not know what it meant, second; who would not understand the significance and 
third; who would not see any value in such an event? Especially since I didn't quite understand what 
had just taken place. 

I was reluctant to even tell my own children and now after 3 years since the incident, I feel 
comfortable enough to put my experience down on paper. 

It was only after I began recently to investigate various websites, I began to understand the 
significance of my experience. 

Types of Animal Spirit Guides... 

I found there are 4 types of animal spirit guides who come into your life. From the same website 
above. 

TYPES OF ANIMAL GUIDES 

"Symbolic of the four sacred directions, four seasons, and the four colors of man, 
there are four basic types of animal guides. 

Whether an animal spirit comes by dreams, signs and symbolic events, or actual 
events it is important to first determine if the guide is a Messenger Guide (Totem), 
Shadow Guide, Journey Guide or Life Guide. 

The meaning and lessons an animal guide brings will differ according to the type of 
guide it may be. Learning to differentiate between the four types of totems is critical to 
knowing how to react and the actions you will take when an animal totem makes itself 
known to you. All guides are powerful. 
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A Messenger Guide quickly comes into your life and then leaves once a message is 
understood. The time a Message Guide stays in your psychic is relative to you seeing 
and accepting the message. The message itself can be spiritual in nature, or it can 
be a warning. The message may deal with a seemingly mundane aspect of your life 
or it may be a wake-up call for some important action you must make. Sometimes 
the animal messenger will come during an unusual event and make a powerful 
statement and others come on the wind as a whisper. A messenger guide can cause 
you delays or some unforeseen help in your life. They can be both negative and 
positive in nature for they are totally impartial. 

A Shadow Animal Guide is one that invades you with fear. Its purpose it to teach a 
lesson you have not learned from repeated mistakes because of anger, avarice, 
greed, insecurity, or other negative thoughts. A Shadow Guide will return again and 
again bearing strong feelings of fear until its message is acted upon or a change in 
lifestyle or actions are incorporated into your life. The Shadow Guide is powerful. It 
can help you to overcome fear by bringing truth and turning fear into a helper animal 
guide or spirit animal guide. However, if ignored the Shadow Guide can become 
dangerous and its powers will have a negative affect on your life. The Shadow Guide 
lives in the spirit world and usually arrives during a time of testing. 

A Journey Animal Guide appears at the fork in the road of your life. When a 
decision is made to follow a certain path in life, the Journey Guide is there to serve as 
a guide along the way. It represents a path that may take months or years to 
complete. It can be a friendly traveling companion if the path is right. If you become 
lost along the way, the Journey Guide is there help lead the way back. Unlike a 
Messenger Guide who comes and leaves quickly, the Journey Guide remains at your 
side until the current cycle in your life has changed. Appears at the fork in the road of 
your life. When a decision is made to follow a certain path in life, the Journey Guide is 
there to serve as a guide along the way. It represents a path that may take months 
or years to complete. It can be a friendly traveling companion if the path is right. If 
you become lost along the way, the Journey Guide is there help lead the way 
back. Unlike a Messenger Guide who comes and leaves quickly, the Journey Guide 
remains at your side until the current cycle in your life has changed. 

A Life Animal Guide is also called a Spirit Guide as it remains a part of you 
throughout life and reflects your inner-spiritual self. You may have more than one Life 
Guide and new ones may come during an expected time. Usually a Life Guide does 
not move away or disappear but remains an integral part of your life, however, there 
are instances when a particular Life Guide is no longer needed and is replaced with a 
new one. Its powers are always there for you and serve as a constant reminder of 
your inner powers and oneness with nature. If for example your Life Guide is Bear, 
you should be a person who is a solitary dweller, a seeker of knowledge and well 
grounded. A Life Guide will often call upon other animal guides found within its 
domain to assist in giving you special messages from time to time. [End of Quote] 
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After reading the above, I realized my animal guide was a messenger guide. He came quickly and 
was gone quickly. But the messages he brought, were numerous. 

[1] His species identified my animal spirit guide as a Panda. 

[2] He was male. 

[3] He was gentle, kind and loving. 

[4] He cared enough about me to watch over me as I recovered from my heart attack. 
[5] Since I have met him, I KNOW he is there to help. 

As I studied the above website I was able to glean additional information about these fascinating 
animals. 

MEETING YOUR ANIMAL GUIDE 

After you understand what type of animal guide has come into your life, it is necessary 
to educate yourself fully as to the nature of the animal. Learn about its habitat, life 
cycles, what it eats, physical characteristics, special skills and traits, social and mating 
habits. Go to places where your animal guide can be found in real life. Study it in 
nature. Gaining insight into the nature of your animal guide will help you to better 
understand its messages. Meditate on this knowledge and discover its power and 
medicine. 

After you learn various ways to work with the medicine of you animal spirit guide, the 
medicine becomes a gateway to connecting with other spirit guides found within its 
domain. Your animal spirit guide (or those spirits who choose to reveal themselves in 
the form of an animal) will teach you how to align with other spirit guides and beings. 

Remember: The spirit guide chooses the person. The person does not choose the 
spirit guide. A person cannot simply select an animal and begin communication - the 
results of which are often frustrating and unsuccessful. A spirit guide must be 
harmonious with the person. 

Communication with your spirit guide requires reverent respect and knowledge of the 
ways of the animal guide. You must find ways to honor your spirit guide. The more 
importance you give to the spirit guide the more they respond to you. Most spirit 
guides do not immediately acknowledge themselves to the person, as they are leery 
of your intention and knowledge. A spirit guide is sensitive to moods, current events, 
and a person's path in life. They must first trust you and learn your needs and 
wants. You must learn to trust them and understand their needs and wants. It takes 
time, patience and practice." [End of Quote] 
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Positive Changes in MY Life... 

After my experience, my life did seem to change for the better. I became more spiritual and less 
worldly. 

One day, I made a comment to my wife, Bonnie, "I wish I had a Cherokee name". She prayed about it 
and one day she informed me she had a Cherokee name for me. I was suspicious since I really didn't 
think she took my request seriously. 

She said my name is, "He Who Stands in Holy Places." I was surprised, how insightful, but knew this 
was inspirational since she and I have been Temple attendees for 30 years. I knew this was a good 
name and befitting my status and position in my community and the Church. One day when I find 
someone who can speak Cherokee, I will ask him to translate this name for me. 

After my visitation, I became more loving and caring for ALL of my Heavenly Father's children. Where 
I have errored and caused harm in my life to others, I made an attempt to reach out with an olive 
branch and make amends. 

Not always received well in the spirit my reconciliation's were intended, but at least I made the effort. 

After publishing books on various family history subjects for over 40 years [300], I decided to give 
them away without compensation and assist any and all who needed help in family history research. 
This was a complete reversal of my business philosophy concerning the last 40 years. 

I began to publish these works on the Internet offering FREE access to those interested parties. If 
what they needed was not on the Internet, then I created NEW books for them without compensation. 

I increased my Church participation and teamed up with a fellow brother; home teacher increasing 
our home teaching workload from 5 families a month to 25 families a month with 100% visitation as 
our goal. 

I started attending ALL the block meetings in church in order to assist the leadership with my 40-year 
knowledge of church procedures and experience. 

It wasn't; until I read from the above website the benefits of having an animal spirit guide did I realize 
how I obtained my renewed spiritual awakening.

I am more patient, more understandings, more willing to help and more willingly to assist anyone in 
need. 
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However, my Heavenly Father has thrown some trials into my life requiring me to do, what I can do, 
when I can do, what I love to do. 

Unknowing, the high attitude would play havoc upon my 49% heart, I have found, I run out energy 
quickly, run out of air easily, I can no longer give Sacrament talks in church and when I bear my 
testimony, I have to keep it to 2 or 3 minutes otherwise I gasped for air and start coughing. 

This has changed my strategy. I no longer can do all the things I used to do, but now I have resigned 
myself to being a role model, i.e., an example and let those who can... do and I will do what I am 
physically able to do. 

I have never in my life been this helpless, when it came to fulfilling my Church obligations. It is a new 
feeling, a humble feeling, but Father who could heal me with a blink of his eye, has decided this is 
what my role model is to be and I accept this challenge and will do the best I can for as long as I can. 

So, I am a happy man. I have received more blessing than most, I have witnessed more miracles 
than most, I have enjoyed a large family and witnessed that family enter into the House of the Lord 
and if obedient they will all enjoy the Kingdom of our Heavenly Father. 

So, my brother and sisters, do not pine over my passing when I cross the veil, it is I, whose thoughts 
will be with you and the trials you will have to face as you pursue your salvation.

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At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new member 
was to serve in the newly created genealogical department or known today as the 
Family History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This two-year calling gave 
Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount of experience helping others to research their 
families. 



In fact, he felt family research came easy and required little effort on his part. In reality, years of 
reading and studying increased his expertise and he made it look easy to others. Over the course of 
several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct several family history courses. This 
experience established a deep profound love for family and ancestors. It was not uncommon for Mr. 
Pratt to spend 4 to 8 hours a day researching and compiling family histories in addition to his duties, 
as an entrepreneur in the insurance business.

In 1996, Mr. Pratt created the d^ttedbgfetl (^Institute to further the education of serious 
researchers. 
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The offers a series of educational materials to teach and instruct 

the novice as well as advanced researchers, procedures Mr. Pratt has tried and tested to be of great 
value in family history research. These courses offer "a hands on" curriculum designed to instruct in 
investigative, deductive reasoning and logical techniques for tracking your family history. Many have 
found a treasure chest of knowledge when undertaking these courses. 

Mr. Pratt has taken the hobby of genealogy and has enhanced it into a science. Heavy on 
instructions concerning documentation, research procedures, alternative sources and common public 
records, these courses are valuable tools for the family history researcher. Mr. Pratt has been 
informed by researchers his material found in his publications are recorded as source validation for 
such organizations as the Sons of the American Revolution (SAR) and the Daughters of the American 
Revolution (DAR). 

Upon completion of the educational courses from the (imedtagtcal ^Ittstttttte , the graduate is 
awarded the faster Accreditation of the genealogical Institute. (9/L.Jl.g.I.) Written in easy to read 
format with detailed explanations concerning various subjects of interest to family history researchers. 

Mr. Pratt's ability in family history research has amazed many experienced researchers. When Mr. 
Pratt is asked for help concerning their "brick wall" in their family research, his quick wit and logical 
mind rapid fires instructions and procedures so fast they cannot write the material quickly enough.

First, it is the only book to report on 
each inhabitant, their birth and activities throughout their life until their death, including their 
ancestors, spouses and children. Second, this book contains a unique index, listing the individual and 
their father's name if known. This is extremely helpful when several individuals have the same given 
name. 

Upon examination, professional researchers have hailed this body of work as a masterpiece and a 
standard in which all future research should be based. No one has ever produced a body of work as 
unique and professional as this publication. 

As the years moved on, Mr. Pratt became concerned about his 40 years of hard research work of 
various family histories. After a serious heart attack in 2012, Mr. Pratt decided to post his collective 
bodies of work on a website making them available to all interested researchers without 
compensation.

The order of reporting is as follows: 1 st a 
Descendancy report on the primary, which is usually the husband; 2 nd the primary or husband 
followed by all known wives, then 3 rd the second generation comprising of all known children and their 
spouses, followed by additional subsequent generations of descendants. The P P P are light on 
speculation and assumptions, heavy on factual documentation offering research insights and 
suggestions.
